BOSTON, July 18 «T— The return 
of the "free market" in the wool 
Industry through the ' removal of 
government controls has opened up 
one of the greatest upsurges In buy- 
ing In recent years, a spokesman for 
the Industry said today. 

O, Wlllard Blgelow, lecreUry- 
treasurer of the Boston Wool Trade 
association, said that, with the gov- 
arnment now on the outside and 
with foreign wool clips unavailable 
until possibly September, the de- 
mand for domestic wool had caused 
vridespread activity. 

Further, he added, the worsted 
mills had become heavy buyers ol 
the domestic clips because their 
stockpiles of both domestic and for' 
elgn wools had been depleted. 

During the war the government 
took over control of the domeatlo 
clip, but relinquished the' control 
last April 18. The future of gov- 
ernment buying now Is contained in 
bills before congress.

WAGES AND COAL PRICES 
The Twin Falls dealers have announced 
that coal prices will be advanced from $1.10 
to %iAQ per ton as a result of the new wage 
contract which John L. Lewis has Just se- 
curSd for his United Mine Workers. 

That announcement will bring home to the 
people of this vicinity the realization that 
Mr. Lewis Is actually costing them money. 
Some may argue that the mine operators 
(Should have absorbed tbe^' cost of tlie wage 
Increase Instead of passing It on to the con- 
sumer. In any event. It Is interesting to re- 
view the developments, leading up to the ad- 
vance In coal prices. 

Right at the time when the coal mine 
operators were signing their new contract 
with Lewis and the UMW, Matthew Woll. 
American Federation of Labor vice-president, 
was explaining the new AFL wage-price 
policy to a congressional committee. 

"It ia the feeling of the AFL," he said, "that 
moderate Increases in wages in 1947, accom- 
' panied by a price-reduction policy, industry 
t by Industry, according to their ability to 
n lower prices, will assure continuous pros- 
£ perlty and high levels of production and em- 
I iployment. 

£ „..<H jj, obvious," he added, "that a wage 
$ poUcy that would attempt to keep wages up 
with the soaring price of food Is not sound. 
Further, a wage policy that made price re- 
ductlom impossible would militate against 
'the- workers' own Interests by devaluating 
workers' insurance policies, fixed social se 
curlty benefits and fixed pensions for their 
"^der members." 

Hiose are wise words. But It seems a pity 
that Mr. Woll didn't speak them earlier, par' 
tlcularly to his fellow AFL vice-president, 
Mr. Lewis. Still, it probably wouldn't have 
done any good. For Mr. Lewis Is a Jaw unto 
blmseU, in or out of the AFL. With a strangle 
hold on an indispensable ingredient of most 
fil of our Industry, he has the power to make 
£] his own policy.

nounced. Mr. Lewis has not stopped with try- 
ing' to tie wages to high prices. He has soared 
mbova those high prices with a wage Increase 
which already has dragged prices with It.

II 
400,000 miners work 40 five-day weeks In the 
coming year, that $3.54 a day will mean an 
Rdded coat to the operators of $283,200,0001 
You're not going to get any price reductions 
with that kind of an increase— not In any 
Item that uses coal or steel In Its production. 
. ^ There have been charges that this contract 
■ represents collusion between Mr. Lewis and 
B ^e big coal operators. It has been suggested 
I nhat the latter knew the added coat would bo 
T) passed along In higher prices. 

What else could the operators do? They had 
the choice of signing this contract and add- 
ing to Inflation or risking another paralysing 
■trlke. Bo how can they be blamed for their 
decision under those circumstances? 

Now It only remains to be seen how often 
Mr. Lewis will condescend to lei his miners 
work. The slick clause In the agreement, 
Whereby the miners will work when they are 
''willing and able," guarantees no porform- 
nnce on their pnrt. 

Meantime the American public may ponder, 
the fact that this new wage Increase puts' 
another hand Into every purse and pocket 
ao that less than .3 per cent of our population 
may benefit at the expense of all the re.it of 
the nation. 



.EXPENSIVE VACATION 
A two-weeks vacation of the 180,000 mem- 
iwrs of \he CIO Amalgamated Clothing 
I ^ATorkers has stopped production of men's 
, clothing In the nation. The mass vacation, 
(the union president statc.i. will cost the em- 
iployera about $10,000,000. 

The statement seoms to us unfortiinale, 
«nd for two reasons. First. It Indicates a 
■tate of mind which sees the holiday less aa a 
deserved rest for the workers than aa a 
chance to slap an unofficial fine ori the 
iMMSea. 

In the second place, we think the state- 
ment tends tn dccclvti the public and tlio 
union membership.

The proponed exports ol farm products and mi 
facturcil articles, he said, would iceep the American, 
economic machine operating at a high level for at 
least hsti a decade. 

By that time It Is believed that Russia may find 
it advantageous to abandon her aloof and aggressive 
role, and become a peace-loving member of the family 
of nations. Anyway, our bounty will give Europe a 
"breathing spell." 

POPULATION— Mr. Marshall emphasized that a 
breakdown of our social and Industrial system at any 
time in the near future would also weaken the 
European structure, as did our 1S39 crash. 

Such a catastrophe, tie continued, might pave the 
way for the expansion of the communist philosophy 
and organisation to every comer -of the universe. At 
this particular moment the principal centers of con- 
fern are China and Asia, with a combined population 
of obDul 1,000,000,000. 

Including the U. S.. the nations behind the Marshall 
plan do not have more than 400,000,000 while Russia 
and her eight satellite natlona have approximately 
300.000,000. 

Mr. MarshaU virtually told the MC's that dollars 
are now more Important than bulleta In the present 
stage ol the controversy between the western countries 
and the Soviet. Credits can not only rebuild Europe, 
but also maintain production, employment, high wages 
and economic health on this side of the water. 

GIFT— Although admlntatratlon spokesmen have al- 
ways referred to the proposed 1400,000,000 advance to 
Oreece and Turkey as a ;'loBn," sharp questioning of 
Secretary Marshall developed that 80 per cent of the 
tout sum has been earmarked as an outright gift, 
and that only 10 per cent Is classified as funds to be 
repaid when and If.

The members, both Republicans 
and Democrats, felt that a similar expenditure In this 
country wbuld have an even healthier economic etlect 
than the proposed shipments of stuff abroad. 

It was alter Mr. Marshall's appearance before them 
that the Republican leadership. In an attempt to win 
enough votes to override a prospective veto of a second 
tax reduction bill, began to ask why some of these 
billions caimot be used to relieve the American people 
of the oppressive burden of federal taxation.

HEW YORK— Resuming my dls- 
cusalott of the peculiar rdatlotiahip 
between one pbise ot our journalism 
and the underworld of the entertain- 
ment tnulea. I refer now to a tribute 
to a departed pel written by Ed 
Sulllvao, the chief ptmdit of the 
New York Dally Newa m thU realm, 
when he was similarly employed by 
the late New York Orapbic In June, 
1930. 

At that time. F^nk Marlow had 
been murderM In the traditional 
way. Ue was a 
New York gang- 
ster and boot- 
legger of the pro- 
hlblUon era. He 
[had operated 
prizefighters in- 
cisding Johnny 
Wilson, for a time 
the middleweight, 
[champion, slot 
I machines and 
night clubs. In 
w»(kn«k P*«ia New York and 
Boston. 

The most notorious of these was 
the Silver snpper In New York, 
which was the profeaiional cradle of 
some ol the most distinguished 
radio artists of the present day. He 
had owned a few race horses and 
raced them and waa a heavy bettor. 

He had deserted his wife, pis rep- 
utation was bad except among those 
who admire racketeers. On June 34 
Marlow was found dying at the 
gate of a cemetery with three bul' 
lets In his head. 

Sullivan admired him raplurous' 
ly. So he wrote: "Along Broadway 
they are selling extras telling of 
Prank Marlow's death, and yet 
some of us almost expect to see 
his fine eyes crinkle In a pleased 
smile and to hear his cheery "Hello, 
pajdner." a salutation that was not 
paralleled on Broadway for pure 
warmth ot feeling. 

"... to some Mallow was a rack- 
eteer, beyond Uie pale of society. 
... to us, who rejoiced in his 
friendship, he was an eager. Im- 
pulsive, loyal friend. To sit at a 
table In a night club, to watch his 
eyes sparkle with pleasure, to hear 
him gently teasing the little blond- 
haired giri with whom he was head 
over heels In love, to observe the 
solicitude with which he looked 
after each one ot his guests—" 

A new clipping ot about the same 
date reports that MarloW,"! wife at 
their small, suburban home, stated 
that he had been home only twice In 
10 years. 

"He belonged, by preference to 
the aristocracy of the rackets." his 
eulogist continues, "and yet he had 
qualities of mind and emotion that 
set him apart from the ordinary run 
of us. In danger ho had sharpened 
his sense of loyalty to a fine edge; 
In stress he had learned that of all 
earthly things, friendship Is the most 
highly prized and carefully protected. 

"He had detected the futility of 
sham and pose. Perhaps his talents 
and oour&ga could have been turned 
to better account but loyalty, 
thoughtfulneaa, gentleness we pric- 
ed wherever they are found, "nie 
headlines shriek that he know Roth' 
stein, that he was an intimate of 
Capone. Our hearts tell us that we 
have lost a friend and whole-souled 
comrade, la partner, In the com' 
plete seiue of the word, an ace." 

"Money," however, "meant very 
little to him," Bulllvan wrote, 
though a little of It. of course, 
might have meant much to the wife 
of thl.-i loyal, merry, generous, 
whole-souled comrade, "and girls 
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Mr. BulUran closed oo the conven- 
tional "green • be - tbe - sod-above* 
yes" note. 

"Oood-byB, Frank, and God bless 
you," he aobbed after one of tbe 
most brutal racketeer! of hla tkne 
In New York. And bis aduUtlon 
continues down to the present for 
only the other dajr be fell to recall- 
ing a brave moment when Marlow 
slapped the Ute LInky MltcbeU 
acroas the mouth for awearlng In 
the presence of the ladles tn the 
Silver Slipper. 

This essay rereala not only a 
prideful Intimacy with many of tbe 
worst gangsters of the prtdilbltlon 
time but a wistful envy of liie tough- 
ness of hoodlimis generally. 

Lately, Sullivan has evinced a 
atrong Interest In Frank Sinatra, 
whose "pUbllc relatlcns" suffered 
sharply through last winter's Inci- 
dents. Plans had been made to pre- 
sent hkn In a pretentious movie 
In the role of a saintly priest and 
there were some who tlratqfht Uuls 
selection slightly Inappropriate.

Acreage for harvest Is Indicated to 
be 190,000 acres, the largest the state 
has bad, except for 1M3, alnca 1931. 
Plantings of all Impcntant varieties 
are reported to have been Increased 
over last year. 

Meanwhile, the potato crop was 
forecast at 33,160,000 bushels. A crop 
of this size would be about 33 per 
cent smaller than the IMS crop, 20 
per cent smaller than the record 
1045 crop, but the shttb largest yet 
produced.
